After receiving the reply of the ex- 


Quuuii that all who had opposed her 
should be beheaded, Willis says he 
offered her protection at the legation or 
on hoard the man-of-war, but she de- 
clined. Willis then told her that the 
offer remained open any hour, day or 
night. Reviewing the Queen's friends, 
Willis saytjJ. O. Carter and K. 0. Mac- 
farlanc are the only two to whom the 
ministerial bnreaiiHeould be entrusted. 


Continuing Willis eaye: "I am satia- 


lied that in the event of restoration there 
will be a concerted movement for the 
overthrow of Ihe constitution of 1887, 
which would mean the absolute domin- 
ion »f the Queen."

Under date of 


December 5th Willissays: "All nalion- 
iililii* are being supplied with arniH, but 
the irreateet danger is from the Japanese 
who aspire for suffrage."

The Expositor knows | 
full well that there it not an honest ar- 
gument in favor of reducing it; thnl, the 
California grower cannot benefit the 
consumer liy producing raisins cheaper 
than lie now does, and that a loss of 
revenue and an increased profit to the 
foreigner are the only results which can 
posmbly follow sm-h decrease in the 
tariff. 


A newspaper which run inlluence con- 


gress, and which is in favor of protection 
nccording to its own ftiilemt'iit, has no

ithhold ils inlluence 


when it Is required in the interests of 
the toiling producers! of its own commu- 
nity. And there should lie no half way 
business about it, either. 
If protection

AN INTERESTIN"G~REPORT. 


Among many other interesting things 


the Interstate Commerce Commission 
in its seventh nnnnal report stales that 
thero is no showing upon which any 
railway insolvency can justly he attri- 
buted to the operation of the law. The 
amount of .-lock paying no dividend lias 
(.•oiifiderably tliicrea.-vd since 18S8, and a 
great reduction i^ noted in the amount 
of bonds paying no interest. 
If the 


issue of railway capital had been re- 
stricted to the amount necessary to con- 
struct and equip the properties, there 
would, under normal conditions of busi- 
ness, be much more satisfactory returns. 
A great portion of railway securities do, 
however, yield little or no return, and 
many railway managers claim this as 
evidence that the law deprives carriers 
of adequate revenue. Thfi law can only 
operate to limit railway revenue by pre- 
venting unjust charges and undue parti- 
ality. Tho claim of these managers 
must rest then upon the proposition 
that the law by prohibiting wrongs 
works injury 
to railway prosperity. 


Such a plea is anomalous. The evils 
which carriers bring upon themselves 
by mistaken policies of rate making or 


A 
management, if not removable through 


' 
their own efforts, are to be remedied by 
specific legislation; not by attacks upon 
the law with a view to ita repeal or radi- 
cal amendment. The people arc thor- 
oughly determined not lo permit even n 
partial return lo the railroad anarchy 


"""" which prevailed hcfore the interstate 


commerce law was passed. 


The law requiring the application of 


automatic couplers and other appliances 
to freight trains, which was approved in 
March last by President Harrison, is 
commended in the report, which aleo 
con tains a comparative statement of 
equipment with and without automatic 
couplers and train brakes, and of acci- 
dents to passengers and the various 
classes of employes, for four years pre- 
ceding June MO, 1892. 
Tho law does not 


restrict the noe of couplers to any par- 
ticular type, and it ia not, therefore, 
opi-n to Uie objection that it will eejmc- 
ialiy benefit n particular patentee. The 
Him of the- law is that the men shall not 


1>i required to go tetween the cars for 
tho purpose of coupling or uncoupling, 
und no rowd can, after the dale pre- 
Bcribed, use rars of ita own or thosu of 
other roiulfl, which do not conform to 
the law's provisions. 
Much credit is 


given in the rejwrt to tho skill and in- 
tcllkCKCC of railway employee.
